Getting to know the 
people upstairs is good 
for America, experts say

In a given Chicago apartment building, the average 
tenant can probably tell you what the roommates 
across the hall fight about and that the guy upstairs 
has a squeaky mattress. What he probably cannot 
tell you is any of their names — and that, experts say 
doesn’t do anyone any good. 

Neighborly relations have declined in the U.S. 
since the 1950s, for reasons sociologists don’t quite 
know, and lack of local ties is bad for crime and a 
community’s ability to organize for their interests, 
to say nothing of leaving you stranded when you 
need one more egg. 

Some 28 percent of us know none of our neigh- 
bors’ names, reports a 2010 Pew survey; it’s partic- 
ularly pervasive among younger and lower-income 
people. 

“The biggest barrier is just a perception that we 
should not be involved,” said Keith Hampton, as- 
sociate professor of communications at Rutgers 
University “We fear having people intrude in our 
lives, but we also have to recognize ... {the} risk in 
not knowing the people around you.” 

Knowing your neighbors can help defuse con- 
flicts before they turn ugly 

“If someone leaves their dog out too late bark- 
ing, then that’s Joe— it’s not some random guy you 
hate,” said Bob Borzotta, founder of neighbors 
fromhell.com, a chat room for people embroiled 
in neighbor disputes. 

Though technology is partly responsible for 
making neighbors less relevant (it enables people 
get social support from afar), it also is helping re- 
vive neighbor ties. Several social networking sites 
are dedicated to connecting neighbors; Hampton’s 
research shows that people who use those tech- 
nologies are more likely to talk to their neighbors 


in person and on the phone than those who don’t. 

One such site is nextdoor.com, which has more 
than 1,900 neighborhoods, co-founder NiravTolia 
said. Its purpose is not social but to solve practical 
problems, such as finding a lost dog or organizing 
a block party The majority of posts either are rec- 
ommendation requests (someone seeking a good 
plumber) or classifieds (trying to seU a couch). 
There’s also an “urgent alerts” feature that sends 
an emergency note via text message; a neighbor- 
hood in Texas used it recently to alert people to 
tornadoes. 

Jon Elliott, 28, joined the Nextdoor group for 
his neighborhood in Lancaster, Pa., in hopes of 
creating a sense of community because, he said, 
“it’s hard to go up to someone walking their dog 
and just start a conversation.” 

The site proved helpful when a posting about 
a car break-in spurred a slew of neighbors to re- 
spond that their cars also had been broken into, 
Elliott said. But neighbors also now wave to each 
other in the street and call one another by their 
names, he added. 

That’s not to say neighbors should become best 
friends. It’s the weak ties that make a happy neigh- 
borhood, Hampton said, so just make it a point to 
say hello or offer to collect someone’s newspapers 
if they’re going out of town. 

Respecting boundaries is vital, Borzotta added. 
Introducing yourself if you’re new to the neigh- 
borhood, or welcoming a neighbor who has just 
moved in, is a good way to establish contact, he 
said. (Cookies? Unnecessary) 

If you’ve already lived somewhere awhile, con- 
sider attending a community event, Borzotta said. 

And maybe don’t mention anything about the 
squeaky mattress.

I I I M B the case for a hike

A key alderman has promised to hold a sum- 
mer hearing on the possibility of raising cab 
fares in Chicago, though Mayor Emanuefs 
administration isn’t inclined to back such a 
hike in the near future. 

Aid. Anthony Beale (9th), chairman of 
the City Council’s transportation panel, said 
Thursday he will hear cabbies make their case 
for a fare hike in late June or early July 
A new package of city cab regulations takes 
effect at the beginning of July 

Emanuel spokesman Tom Alexander said 
the mayor wants to give cab companies a 
chance to implement those changes before 
thinking about increasing fares. 

“We are not willing to consider a rate hike 
until we see that the industry has done ev- 
erything it can to provide safer, more reliable 


and better quality service to customers,” said 
Alexander, who would not put a timeline on 
when the administration might entertain a 
fare hike. 

Changes coming to the cit/s taxi code in- 
clude making permanent a $i fuel surcharge. 

Going forward, a single passenger will al- 
ways be charged $3.25 when the cabbie starts 
the meter. Now, it’s $2.25 plus the $i charge 
that kicks in whenever gas is at least $3.20 
a gallon for a week. The surcharge was ap- 
proved four years ago. 

Cabbies also will be prohibited from driv- 
ing more than 12 hours in a day 

It will cost more to lease cabs, but city offi- 
cials have argued new incentives for taxi com- 
panies to introduce more fuel-efficient cars 
into their fleets will allow the drivers to make 
back the added expense by saving on gas. 


Finn Ebelechukwu, a cabbie active with 
the United Taxidrivers Community Coxxn- 
cil, said drivers need a fare increase sooner 
rather than later. 

Drivers already are getting squeezed by 
high gas prices, he said, and the more expen- 
sive cab leases set to take effect in July will 
again lower profits. 

“Everything the city is doing will enrich 
the owners of the cab companies, but they 
ask us to just keep waiting for a fare increase. 
It’s unconscionable,” Ebelechukwu said. 

Beale also floated the possibility of cab 
companies owning gas stations and holding 
down fuel costs to save drivers money on fill- 
ups. 

He likened the idea to the city-owned 
fueling stations where government vehicles 
get gas.

Chicago sees 11 percent boost in tourism

Chicago’s hospitality industry saw a long-awaited 
rebound in a portion of its business last year as the 
number of domestic visitors rose by 11.2 percent, 
to 42.4 million, the city’s newly merged tourism 
agency announced Thursday 
This is the first annual gain since 2008, and 
good news for a local industry that saw domes- 
tic travel peak in 2007 at 45.2 million. The 2011 


estimates, prepared by DK. Shifflet Associates 
Ltd. for the city’s tourism organization. Choose 
Chicago, indicate the increases were fueled most 
strongly by leisure visitors. 

Leisure visitor levels rose 13.5 percent, to 31.8 
million, while business traveler volume increased 
5.1 percent, to 10.58 million. The city saw strong 
gains in overnight stays. 

Data was not yet available for 2011 internation- 


al visitor traffic, which also slumped during the 
economic downturn. 

Trade shows, another component of the city’s 
hospitality business, saw declining attendance in 
2011, continuing a trend since 2009, officials re- 
ported last month. 

Against this backdrop, the city’s rebound in 
domestic visitors, which outpaced the nation’s 
recovery rate, was welcomed by tourism officials.

Pepsi cans go 

Michael Jackson is dancing again, on Pepsi cans. 

The soft drink maker and the estate for the late pop star 
on Thursday unveiled plans to put the singer’s silhouette on 
I billion soft drink cans in a global pop culture ad campaign. 

The late King of Pop, who pitched Pepsi in 1980s 
commercials as “the choice of a new generation,” will appear 
in some of his iconic dance poses for the promotion, which 
also will coincide with the 25th anniversary of the singer’s 
“Bad” album. 

The limited-edition Pepsi cans will go on sale first in 
China, starting Saturday and then in the U.S. later this 
month. They will be rolled out in Asia, South America and 
Europe later in 2012. 

Fans of the singer, who died in June 2009, also will be 
able to enter contests for tickets to Cirque du SoleiTs show 
“Michael Jackson: The Immortal World Tour.” 

Pepsi, Jackson’s estate and his Sony Music record 
company also are teaming up to share new mixes of music 
from the “Bad” album as part of the campaign. 

“We are thrilled to bring Michael and Pepsi back together, 
as they were in 1988, to celebrate the 25th anniversary of the 
‘Bad’ album and tour and to put Michael on i billion Pepsi 
cans,” John Branca and John McClain, the executors of 
Jackson’s estate, said in a statement. 

The Jackson cans are part of Pepsi’s new “Live for Now” 
campaign, which seeks to harness pop culture to boost sales. 
Pepsi-Cola is currently No. 3 in the U.S., behind Coca-Cola 
and Diet Coke in a declining market for carbonated drinks. 

Pepsi said earlier this week that Nicki Minaj would 
feature in a commercial as part of the campaign.

Bulls players, coach 
don’t fault their offense

The Bulls have lost two straight games 
just three times in the past 15 months. 

And no, they don't need to be remind- 
ed that one of those times occurred in 
last season^s Eastern. Conference finals at 
the hands of the Heat. 

As their latest test shifts to Philadel- 
phia for Friday'S Game 3 of their Eastern 
Conference quarterfinals series against 
the yfiers, the Bulls also know their top 
overall seed will mean nothing for the 
second straight year unless they rally. 

Being down 2-1 in a playoff series, es- 
pecially without Derrick Rose, is an un- 
comfortable spot. 

'"WeVe been through tougher things 
than this,” Luol Deng said following a 
90 -minute practice 'hhursday. 'T know 
how everyone feels. WeVe got a lot of 
guys who are fighters. We’re going to 
fight our way out of this.” 

The blueprint to do this has been 
espoused by coach Tom Thibodeau all 
season: Defend. Reboxmd. Limit turn- 
overs. Play inside-out offensively Share 
the ball. 

Better transition defense and more 
scoring from starters would help as well. 
The yders scored 25 fast-break points 
off just eight Bulls turnovers in Game 2, 
which suggests poor shot selection and 
floor balance offensively 

“They leak out,” Thibodeau said. 
“They’re small. They’re quick. When 
they have Thaddeus Young on the floor, 
it’s like having another small out there. 
You can’t have just one guy or two guys 
back. On the raise of the shot, you have 
to have the discipline to be back. Not on 
your way back, but be back.” 

Surprisingly Richard Hamilton has yet 
to play in the fourth quarter this series. 

“Just our rotation,” Thibodeau said 
when asked about that. “Whenever you 


move somebody into something else, 
you’re taking somebody out. So who are 
you taking out? Our starting unit didn’t 
play well. And our bench didn’t play well. 
Y)u’re looking at everything— execu- 
tion, why you win or lose. You evaluate 
everything.” 

Asked if, in light of the yfiers play- 
ing small, he could use Hamilton, Kyle 
Korver and Luol Deng together, with 
Deng at power forward, Thibodeau 
frowned. 

“Y)u can, but you have to remember: 
They’re very small,” he said. ‘A good part 
of that game was Qrue] Holiday, [Ix)ul 
WilHams and Evan [Turner]. Basically, 
you’re looking at three point guards.” 

Pointing to the Bulls’ 45.2 percent 
shooting and 92 points, Thibodeau in- 
sisted offense isn’t the main issue anyway. 

“If you’re giving up 59 percent [shoot- 
ing by the yfiers] and not getting back in 
transition, that’s a big problem,” he said. 
“ Y)u can always add a play or two offen- 
sively put a counter in. But I thought our 
execution on catch-and-shoot offense 
was very good. And if you look at the film 


and study the stats, it says that, 

“You want to be balanced offensively. 
T'he game tells you where you’re going 
with the ball. Oftentimes those [primary 
scorers] are getting the ball in the paint 
and making plays. You just have to play 
inside out, post up, get dribble penetra- 
tion, catch-and-shoot, try to take advan- 
tage of the blitz situations. I expect us to 
be ready.” 

So does Deng. 

“We trust the system,” he said. “Like 
Coach said, not one guy is going to take 
the load by himself. We’re going to do it 
as a team. All year, we always believe to 
win games it’s about our defense. 

“They have the momentxxm. They’re 
going to come out with a lot of energy 
It’s up to us to play hard and play our 
game, not worry so much about what 
Philly is doing. We’re not going to listen 
to what’s going on outside the team. We 
really believe in each other. We’re disap- 
pointed in the last game. But this is an- 
other opportunity”

Hossa: Getting better 


It has been just a little more than two weeks 
since Blackhawks winger Marian Hossa was 
carted off the ice on a stretcher after a vicious 
hit by Phoenix’s Raffi Torres during Game 3 of 
the Western Conference quarterfinals. 

Hossa is recovering from a severe concus- 
sion sustained in the April 17 incident. He 
talked Thursday from his home in Slovakia. 

“I’m still not feeling like myself,” he said. 
“It’s going to take some time, but the good 
thing is step by step it’s getting a little bit bet- 
ter.” 

Hossa said he remembers little of the hit 
when Torres left his skates to deliver a blow 
with his shoulder to Hossa’s chin. 

“I had two players around me {and} I saw 
them,” Hossa said. “When I tried to make a 
little play and tried to get it to our centerman 
after I played the puck ... basically somebody 
just came and hit me and since then I don’t 
remember much. 

“I remember a few seconds of seeing Dr. 
[Michael] Terry I don’t remember being in 
the dressing room. I just remember a little bit 
in the ambulance and I woke up in the hospi- 
tal. Then in the hospital I was feeling better 


and started remem- 
bering more.” 

Hossa, who said 
he had a minor con- 
cussion one other 
time during his ca- 
reer while a member 
of Detroit, said he 
expects to be ready 
when the Hawks open training camp in Sep- 
tember. 

“The good thing is. I’m slowly getting bet- 
ter,” he said. “It’s been a few weeks now and 
obviously I’m not feeling myself yet. [But] 
I’m feeling better and slowly going for walks. 
That’s a good thing. Training camp is still far 
away and we’ll see what’s going to happen. ... I 
believe I’ll be ready” 

Around a week after the hit, Torres con- 
tacted Hossa via phone. 

“It’s nice that he contacted me but on the 
other hand, I told him ... the one thing I was 
upset [about] was the jump,” Hossa said. “I 
may have been hit, but not in the head and he 
wouldn’t have the 25 games. The phone con- 
versation was pretty quick.”

'^^ell, when I was a kid^ there was this BBC 
radio DJ called Pat Sharp who had the great- 
est mullet Id ever see Hiddleston says. 

Well, maybe not the greatest. It hit Ilid- 
dleston, veteran of “War Horse,” “The Deep 
Blue Sea” and Woody Allen's “Midnight in 
Paris” (he played F. Scott Fitzgerald) that 


writCT-di rector Joss Whedon had another 
icon the British Isles in mind in crafting his 
take on Loki. 

Tn Tjoki's entrance scene^ where I pop 
into S,H*I,E,T.,D*'s lab and face Sam Jackson 
and Stella n Skarsgard, I was lit from under- 
neathj kneeling on one knee on this grillj” 
Hiddleston says* “Being a huge U2 fan, I re- 
membered that same shot from their rock 
documentary ^Rattle and Hum,' I think the 
performance of ^With or Without You' that 
they used in the film was from Sun Valley 
Stadium in Arizona [and] inspired that scene. 
I got SO chilled I had to tell [director] Joss 
[Whedon], *You do realize that in this scene, 
I look exactly like Bono in that film?' ” 

A 51 -year-old alumnus of the Royal Acad- 
emy of Dramatic Arts, Iliddleston made 
his bones as an actor the way so many of his 
countrymen do— with Shakespeare. Ilid- 
dleston believes Loki fits the Bard's bill. 


“I^ki is about as close to Shakespeare as 
Marvel gets* He's a prince, wrestling with 
kingship and responsibility arguing with his 
father,” he says* 'And even though the pro- 
duction values are different and the films will 
look completely different, emotionally and 
spiritually Henry and Ix>ki are excavating the 
same territory” 

Whedon, a great lover of a witty line and 
of Shakespeare, made sure his Shakespear- 
ean actor had plenty of chewy lines to play 

“I am burdened wilh a glorious purpose,” 
Loki purrs, in a fit of self-love. He grandly or- 
ders humans to kneel before him, and flings 
putdowns that are positively Shakespearean 
—or at least British. 

“It's fun to be free of moral compass, play- 
ing someone who has arrogated himself to an 
unconscionably superior level,” he says. “Yon 
know what they say, 'T he devil plays all the 
best tunes.' ”

We 
hired this great Russian translator, and 
she worked with the dialogue coach. She 
was really expressive, which helped, so my 
mouth found the words in a way that didn’t 
just sound like I was a parrot. 

You're the only female Avenger in the 
cast. Did your male co-stars treat you any 
differently? 

If anything, the guys weren't as delicate 
with me as I thought they would be. They 
like to play hard and always dragged me 
along for the ride. I’d always come back 
with battle wounds. But they’re a great 
group of guys.

Unfortunately neither can 
the rampant unlikability of a main character 
who greets her Mexican/Jewish doctor Julian 
Goldstein (Gael Garcia Bernal) for the first 
time by asking, “%u look familiar; have we 
had sex?” 

Perhaps ‘A Little Bit of Heaven” means to 
test our capacity for sympathy as we watch 
this self-involved person struggle with mor- 
tality No, that’s not it. This movie — from a 
writer who received special thanks for the 
year’s worst movie so far (“Life Happens”) — 
focuses on a character who makes a joke 
out of everything and proceeds to make a 
mockery out of serious illness.

call him “a little bit of heaven” is hitting the 
ball backwards out of the stadium. (By the 
way, enough with scenes in which two people 
yell and pound on a door/bedframe/whatever 
and pretend to have sex.

The half-star comes for the warm sup- 
porting performances of Rosemarie DeWitt 
and Romany Malco, doing the best he can 
as the token gay, black friend. They join the 
rest of the surrounding cast in out-acting 
Hudson, whose constant self-congratu- 
lations confirms her as the future Sarah 
Jessica Parker. 

I love a great love story I absolutely loathe 
the phony ones, and the relationship be- 
tween Marley and Dr. Goldstein turns what’s 
meant to be a life-affirming connection into 
a depressing, only-in-the-movies crock. It 
would be awesome to see a romantic comedy 
in which the main female character expresses 
at the beginning, as Marley does, that she 
doesn’t need a man to be happy and then 
actually holds onto that belief 

‘A Little Bit of Heaven” only believes 
that if you put two women in a car and have 
them sing along to the radio (in this case, 
OK Go’s “Here It Goes Again”), the roman- 
tic comedy powers that be will smile upon 
us all.

“The Best Exotic Mari- 
gold Hotel,” a dramedy 
about a group of elderly 
British folks who retire to 
a not-especially-luxurious

highlights from its great cast and lowlights from

The race for digital music supremacy got a 
little more interesting Wednesday when Spo- 
tify the online music streaming service that 
has quickly become both an industry standard 
and a key online innovator, released its long- 
awaited iPad application, replacing the dinky 
half-size iPhone app that preceded it. The new 
software, available free to premium subscrib- 
ers, aims to further erode Apple’s dominance 
in digital music— through Apple’s own devices. 

Though available only to listeners who pay 
the monthly $9.99 fee, Spotify is currently 
offering a free 48 -hour trial, which can be ex- 
tended to 30 days after the initial run expires 
if you’re willing to sacrifice some information/ 
data about yourself It’s a good way to make 
your own decision about whether the ser- 
vice merits all the hubbub that has sprung up 
around it. 

The app is as engaging and intuitive as oth- 
er versions of Spotify are, if a few tidbits here 


and there do still need attention. 

The search function allows you access to 
the service’s entire catalog and, as with its 
desktop app, you can build, adjust and share 
playlists with friends and followers. Plug it 
into your home stereo system and bingo, 
you’ve got the service’s library at your finger- 
tips. Sound quality is good (256 kbps, though 
they’d do well to up it to 320), and the stream 
is clean and relatively seamless. 

The biggest concern, though, is the scant 
space devoted to music discovery and new 
release updates. The company relies on friend 
connections to serve this purpose, but it’s 
often difficult to intuitively learn about the 
new music that’s arrived onto the site. There 
are playlist functions for this, of course; one 
called “New Album Releases on Spotify” has 
more than 25,000 followers who learn about 
essential music recently added to the site. But 
little energy seems devoted to keeping listen- 
ers fully informed about new music.

A playable 
comic 

The good news: there’s no 
need to worry about thumb 
strain. “The Walking Dead” 
game is less a trigger happy 
shoot-’em-up in the style of 
“Left 4 Dead” and more like an 
interactive comic book, from 
the emphasis on dialogue all 
the way down to the hand- 
drawn style art. It also serves 
as a sort of prequel to the 
show and comic, taking place 
in Atlanta as the first horde of 
the undead rise and walk the 
Earth. The cast, however, is 
full of fresh faces with the ex- 
ception of guest appearances 
from Glenn and Hershel. 

Unique hero 

“The Walking Dead” 
often strolls through 


morally ambiguous territory. 
The game doubles down on 
that murkiness by forcing you 
to play as Lee Everett, a former 
University of Georgia profes- 
sor turned convicted criminal 
looking for redemption dur- 
ing the zombie apocalypse. 
And while the AMC TV series 
doesn’t know what to do with 
T-Dog, the only major black 
character, Everett stands out 
as one of the few African- 
Americans to play a lead role 
in video games. 

Kid isn’t 
a total idiot 

It’s not often people root for 
a zombie to eat the brains of 
a small child, but that’s how 
frustrating Carl can be on the 
TV series. If Rick Grimes’ slack- 
jawed son isn’t out wandering

on his own and almost getting 
bit by a zombie, he’s literally 
setting them free to kill other 
major characters. In stark con- 
trast, 9-year-old Clementine 
from “The Walking Dead” 


game manages to be the anti- 
Carl-resourceful and brave, 
while still managing to act like 
a little kid. She also wears a 
normal baseball cap, not a big, 
stupid looking Sheriff’s hat. 


Make your 
own decisions 

The characters in “The Walking 
Dead” constantly face tough 
decisions, and the game is cen- 
tered on those heart-wrenching 
choices. The most intense parts 
of the game are the moments 
when Everett must decide 
whom he wants to save from 
zombie death. It’s nerve-wrack- 
ing but completely affecting. 

Oh yeah: 
zombie kiiiing! 

Sure, “The Walking Dead” 
game has a ton of dialogue, 
but it’s not exactly a post-apoc- 
alyptic version of HBO’s “Girls.” 
You still have the opportu- 
nity to shoot, stab, punch and 
wrestle with multiple dead, de- 
caying “walkers.”
